Troubles For Hitler 


From all over occupied Europe come stories 
of the difficulties the Nazis have to overcome 
in making conquered peoples docile. In today’s 
fgsue there are stories of mysterious railway 
accidents, in which German miliary trains 
Ihave been wrecked in what was formerly Cze- 
choslovakia, and tales of the penalties the 
Nazis have ‘announced for “offences” committed 
by the Greeks. The death sentence has been 
decreed in Greece for the following:—tearing 
down German flags from public buildings; 
hoarding food to prevent it from falling into 
Nazi hands; manifesting sympathy with British 
prisoners of war; and the refusal of-the Greek 
ress to conform to the “new order.” The 
Nazis apparently feel that they have a griev- 
Jance against the population of the countries 
they have ruthlessly overrun, because the Peo 
ple will not receive them as liberators, but 
persist in regarding them as unwelcome in- 
truders, Is it possible that they expect the 
Greeks to be glad to see them, after -the 
Dbrutalities they have committed? Is it possible 
that they can expect the Greeks to hand over 
to them the food that has been stored away 
against a possible day of want, just because the 
Nazis desire that food for their own bellies? 
And surely it is straining every conception of 
what is Fight and what ig wrong, to make the 
showing of sympathy to British’ prisoners of 
war a capital offence. The British and the 
Greeks fought side by side for a common cause 
—the salvation of liberty. Why, therefore, 
should It be an offence to show sympathy with 
those who have- been made vietims of the 
struggle? The very strictness of the Nozt re- 
‘gulations shows how uncertain of them-, 
selves they are. From every’ part of the 
European continent there comes evidence that 
the Nezis are experiencing the same kind of 
dimeulties. Shanghai readers are kept familiar 
‘with the real conditions in Norway through 
the weekly broadcasts by Mr. K. A. Persen, 
‘which disclose a most uncomfortable state of 
‘affairs for Hitler in that country. News is 
periodically received from Holland that condi- 
tions there are far from happy for the Nazis, 
In France it may be remarked that the most 
active opposition to the Nazis is seen in oc- 
cupied territory, not in the area under the 
nominal ‘control of the Vichy Government, 
This is “because the French in occupied 
[France can see for themselves the rottenness 
fof the Nazi machine, while those under the 
‘control of Vichy can learn of these things only 
indirectly and ‘are fed with false reports of 
the benefits they may eventually derive from 
the “new order.” In Rumania there has been 
Ja. recrudescence of trouble with the Iron 
/Guards, an association fundamentally repugn- 
fant to democratic ideals but which has a love 
fof independence as its inspiration. In Bulgaria 
‘there have been numerous minor incidents 
which have caused the Nazis embarrassment. 
Presumably the Bulgarians prefer to be able 
to dictate their own way of life within thelr

‘own’ confines, to having their frontiers extend- 


ed athe espetfGe of their ‘neighbours. AN 
these things combine to make the pesltion of 
Hitler ‘more dificult. The further his hotdes 
are spravled ou the greater will be the ob:

‘overcome, The Germans. even when instructed 
{fo be pote, are not a. lovable people. Their 
arrorance makes for hate rather than admira- 
tion. ‘Thus ty the seed of the overthrow of the 
‘Nazi overlordship being sown by the Nazis 
themselves, wherever they go. ‘They connat 
hope 10 Hola the millions of Burope ‘under 
erpettal domination, and they are doing 
Rothing’ fo. prove {o' those millions. that. the 
Wictory. of the ‘Nast cause will be to thelr ade 
Vantage. On’ the contrary, Whey “are. doing 
Everything to make their rile more: hateful. 


Hitler Can’t Win 


‘Mr, Harry Hopkins, administrator of the 
Lease and Lend Act in the United States, has 
categorically declared: “Hitler will not wir." 
He has based his statement on four good rea 
sons; first, that Hitler hay no real sea power 

second, that he is slowly losing air superiorit 
third, ‘that he cannot equal the economic re- 
sources which Britain and the United Stafes are 
bringing to bear against him; and fourth, that 
it ts contrary to every American interest that 
he ‘should win—in other words, the United 
Stafes must fight, if Hitler looks as if he is 
going to succeed. Before he took up his present 
post, Mr. Hopking spent some time in Britain as 
‘special observer for President Roosevelt. and he 
knows conditions as they exist under the Nazi 
Blitskrteg in that country. He was taken into 
the confidence of the British Government, and 
shown just where Britain's war industry has 
‘been hit by the Nazi raids, and just where ax 
sistance from abroad would be most welcome. 
Equipped with’ this knowledge, and with his 
former experience in the Department of Com- 
merce, Mr. Hopkins is an ideal man for the 
post he now holds, since he can appreciate the 
immediate needs of Britain and can at the same 
time realise the United States’ ability’ to meet 
them. When, therefore, he commits himself to 
suth a statement, he speaks with authority. He 
knows at first hand what Britain is doing to 
win the war, and he knows equally what thi 
United States can be geared into doing to assist, 
when the necessary steps have been taken and 
all American industry has been put on a war 
footing. The only thing he is not certain-of~ 

the extent of the Nazi ability to turn out we 
pons of war throughout the regiony they have 
recently occupied, including, France. But even 
jon this question’ he must. be fairly well in- 
formed, since the United States, being neutral, 
ig able’ to, keep its observers in all European 
‘countries. ‘Mr. Hopkins’ considered opinion is, 
therefore, worth listening to, It is a remind 

that the Jong view must be taken, when attempt. 
ing to assess the chances of the belligerents. 
The very vastness of the resources at the dis- 
posal of Britain, her Allies, and the United 
States explains why their mobilization must be 
slow. But that mobilization hag now been going 
‘on for eighteen months. It is nearing the point 
‘when it will be complete, and the mighty power 
of the democratic world will be able to exert 
its full pressure on the Axis, In_man-power 

industry, selence, and reserves that power i8 
almost inexhaustible; nothing the Axis pos- 
Jsesres can be compared with it, even including 
‘the resources of the countries which have been 
occupied and have been forced into reluctant 
‘co-operation with Germany. Germany can and 
will inflict more slaughter, destruction and 
suffering upon the peoples’ who are firmly 
‘opposing thelr pretensiony to world dominion 
[but, backed with the conviction that no amount 
jot suffering can alter the certainty that they 
will ultimately be victorious, the supporters of 
freedom—the four freedoms—will not be dis- 
couraged. This does not mean that they will be 
complacent, or that they believe that they have 
only to sit'by and let events take thelr course. 
‘They understand to the full the need for the 
greatest effort in bringing to bear the resources 
they already have at their command and those 
which are daily and weekly coming to han 

|With this determination and persistence, com- 
bined with the powers at their disposal, the 
Demoeracies cannot lose.

WV HUE Japan remains undecided whether to go southward or 
penetrate further into China’s interior, the Chinese army is 


looking towards the autumn, when enough Ameri 


n armaments 





are expected to have been received to enable it to take the 
initiative—provided no unexpected developments occur—according 
to well-informed Chinese circles here. 

With United States aid to China rapidly and steadily growing 
in volume, these circles state, China is unlikely to remain long 


in a defensive role. 


China, they declare. only requires! China's hinterland. with poor ‘com- 


aircraft, artillery and mechanized 
equipment for a large-scale counter~ 
offensive against the Japmese army 
in China, and there is every reason 
to believe: that such equipment will

Te lg (rue, they add. that after tne 
arrival of such equipment there must 
‘be time for training and organization 
of personnel before they can be used 
effectively in the fleld.

U.S, Planes and Airmen

American airmen are said io

Road. 

Tt is expected that China's 
revived air force will shortly 
be able adequately to protect 
supplies going over the Burma 
Road and make further’ raids 
on Chungking and other inland 
cities too expensive to be 
continued.

Sino-U.S. Currency 
Fund Outlined 


‘Hongkong, June 9. 
A comprehensive outline of the 
funetions of the Sino-American cur 
reney stabilization fund was given by 
‘Mr. A, Manuel Fox, American mem- 
ber of the stabilization fund com- 
mittee during a press interview. 

Mr. Fox arrived in Hongkong on 
Friday en route to Chungking. “The 
currency stabilization fund “agree 
ment between the: United States and 
China ‘is designed to stabilize the 
Chinese ‘national yuan in terms of 
the United States dollar, and forms 
1 part of the cooperative movement 
between. the two great democracies 
| which are working together in many" 
ways to preserve basic freedom,” 
Mr. Fox declared. 

He added that not only was the 
United States making™every effort 
to make war materials available to 
China in sufficient quantities for sup- 
port of the Chinese counter-offen. 
sive, but she also was planning ways 
and means of getting materials to 
Chins 





Effective Aid 


Mr. Fox explained that effective 
American aid to China was being 
Given in three ways; by* making 
available to China, without funds, 
war materials and’ supplies which 
ordinarily would not be obtainable 
with funds, under the Lend-Lease 
Programme; through Export-Import 
Bank loans enabling China to buy 
‘American flour, textiles, trucks, as- 
phalt for highways. "and other 
materials, for which China will pay 
fn tungsten, tin, antimony, wood.oll 
and other ‘raw’ maferials; and the 
monetary stabilization fund enabling 
China to stabilize her currency and 
make commercial credit agreements. 

Mr. Fox declared that American 
interest in China, from the highest 
government offciais down, was “very 
Feal and genuine” and that the aid 
would continue to increase. 

‘The stabilization fund, he said, 
would be managed’ by a board of 
five of which the chairman would be 
Dr. K. P. Chen of the Shanghal Com. 
mercial and Savings Bank. 

Dr. Chen visited the United States 
in 1938 and negotiated the frst Ex- 
ort-Import Bank loan of US. $25,- 
00,000. 











‘The other seats on the board, Mr. 
Fox revealed, would be occupied by 
two Chinese, one British and one 
American member. ‘The two Chinese 
members, it was revealed, will be 
‘Tsu Yeepel, of the Bank of China, 
end Mr. Hs! Te-mon, of the Central 
Bank of China. 

Mr. Cyril. Rogers, official of the 
Bank of England, wilt be the British 
member and Mr. Fox the American 
member. with Mr. William H. Taylor 
as an alternative member. Mr. F.

which German plans have already so serious-| 
ly misfired, or whether the capture of Crete] 
hhas given them sufficient information now to 
undertake the invasion of Britain about! 
which the enemy has been silent for some| 
‘time past, ‘The belief that the invasion of 
Crete may be accepted as a dress rehearsal 
for an onslaught upon Great Britain may| 
prove to be not altogether correct. Crete is} 
‘no larger than two of the Ridings of York- 
shire and consequently when areas are taken 
into consideration, large as was the con~ 
centration upon Crete infinitely greater would 
have to be the number of troops and aero~ 
planes to be thrown into the struggle for 
Great Britain, 

In Britain whatever forces were landed)

far less likely to indulge in such horrible’ 
practices than races so culturally immature 
‘as the Germans whose treatment of the Poles, 
to take but one example, is a standing re-| 
proach to their much vaunted civilization.

of ideas is it suggested that the women may 
have been guilty of the atrocities of torture

the Germans themselves are still undecided. 

If reprisals are to ‘be taken against the 
ten captured women for firing on the enemy’ 
invaders it will be but another example of 
the brutality displayed so frequently by the] 

Germans. Not only that it will betray the! 

complete illogicality of German mental pro- 

cesses. If totalitarian war means the slaugh-. 
ter of civilian populations, and the wanton 
razing of towns, as it undoubtedly has in 

Crete as well as elsewhere, the civilians, if} 

they are provided with the wherewithal, are| 

fully entitled to strike back, for the docirine| 
cannot be accepted that even in the Nazi 
conception of war the réle of the civilian 
is to be killed but not to resist. The Nazi 
mind is a one-track affair. Tales of! 
atrocities have always preceded the obsceni- 
ties which the Nazis have inflicted upon 
peoples unlucky enough to fall under their] 
control,—with the sole exception of France, 
from which Hitler hopes to gain a great deal. 

‘They, themselves on this occasion apparently. 

do not know exactly which tale to tell and’ 

the only conclusion to be drawn is that this! 
story. is but another of their lies preparing,

THE CASE OF SYRIA 


June 5. 


‘The growing demand in Britain that the’ 
British forces should take the initiative with 
regard to Syria and occupy the country be- 
fore the Germans do so has much to be said 
for it. It is hoped that the British War 
Cabinet will shortly make the decision that 
Syria is already a German occupied tert 
tory, and take steps accordingly. . ‘There is 
evidence available that, either by penetr 
tion as tourists, or as ‘landings front. aero. 
planes, ground ‘staffs are already in Syri 
for the ‘purpose of taking over the aero- 
dromes, from which machines could be sent 
fo take part in the anticipated attempt on 
Cyprus, or eventually cover a German ad- 
vance out of Syria into Iraq with the oll- 
ficlds at Mosul and -Kirkuk as the main 
objective. Tt is to be noticed that both of 
these movements” would be part of the 
general pincer scheme with which the Ger- 
man command hopes to squeeze the British 
out of the Suez Canal zone, and consequent 
ly the Mediterranean. 

Admiral Darlan in his latest diatribe 
against Britain. announced the intention of 
the Vichy Government to defend the French 
colonies but made no reference whatever to 
‘mandated areas, and as Syria falls under that 
heading the assurance which the Admiral then 
gave can be held not to apply to it. ‘Thus 
‘Marshal Petain’s number two will manage 
to keep the attenuated honour of the Vichy 
Government "comparatively unspotted it it 
neglects to do anything to prevent the Ger~ 
man occupation of Syria. Reuler’s corres- 
Pondent at Ankara expresses the opinion 
that whoever gets into Syria first will meet 
with little opposition, and there is avery 
good case in favour of Great Britain taking 
the initiative. Tn the first case it can be 
taken for granted that nothing whieh Great 
Britain does, or abstains from doing will 
tend to ‘improve relations between White- 
hall and Vichy. ‘The latter is so completely 
under the domination of the Germans that 
a Paris radio described France's connection 
with Germany as on a parallel with that 
existing between Great Britain and the 
United States. The only difference of course 
Js that whereas the former is one of com- 
Pulsion, the second is the voluntary frlend~ 
ship of tree peoples. 

Tn the second place it is necessory that 
the British should occupy Syria to. prevent 
Turkey being ultimately surrounded, for it 
the Germans were to establish a foothold in 
Asia “Minor the diplomatic pressure which 
Hitler would be able to bring to bear upon 
Turkey reinforced with a military’ threat 
might have very considerable effect upon 
Turkey's future stand. ‘The recent meetings 
of the British Cabinet, the two meetings of 
the French Government at Vichy scem to 
suggost that matters are rapidly coming to 
head. ‘They cannot come too rapidly, 
there is a very definite feeling in Britain 
that the time has come to grasp the nettle 
firmly in order that victory’ shall ultimate- 
ly come out of present reverses, 

‘The danger that such action will bring 
France into the war has to be faced square 
ly, That would indeed be a tragic event 
jn which a country, the majority of whose 
people are still more than friendly’ disposed 
to Great Britain, would be dragged into 
struggle to which they are naturally oppos- 
¢d, and one in which if with the Germans 
they managed to win, would merely bind 
them more firmly into ‘the system of slavery 
which Hitler contemplates imposing upon 
Europe if he ever gets the chance. That, 
however, is not a consideration which should 
be allowed to weigh with the British Gov- 
ernment, and it is to be believed that Mr. 
‘Churehili, realist as he is, will certainly not 
allow it ‘to influence ‘his decision. "Great 
Britain is in a better position to seize Syria 
than are the Germans at the moment. It 
‘would be the greatest of pities if they were 
to allow this opportunity to pass, and there 
fan be little doubt that if this ‘does occur 
the British Government will not escape very 
considerable criticism. ‘With an army be- 
lieved to be 500,000 strong,—even though it 
hhas to cover a very large amount of terri- 
fory—it should be possible for General 
Wavell to make such dispositions as would 
‘keep the Germans out of Asia Minor, and 
the occupation of Syria appears to be the 
frst inital “step. towards any such under 
aking. 




















STRAW IN THE WIND 


June 5. 


An important straw as showing the way| 
the wind is blowing in Germany is the re- 
port published in another column to the 
effect that the Germans are evacuating en. 
‘masse children from Germany proper into} 
the alleged protectorate of Bohemia and| 
Moravia. It is stated that already some two 
million children have been transferred. It 
will be remembered that, when the British 
first started attacking the Ruhr, the Germans 








evacuated many people from that area into} 
southern and eastern Germany. With the| 
steady growth of the RAF. and the exten-| 
sion of the radius of their flights, which can| 
now reach the former Polish border, it has] 
been brought home to the German Govern-| 
ment that no part of Germany can now| 
be considered as safe, that Marshal Goe- 





ring’s foolish boast of the inviolability of 
Germany from the air has been demonstrated 
‘as palpably- untrue, The German Govern- 
‘ment now faces the fact that the growth of 
the British air machine is already such as. 
‘0 bring it within measurable distance of 
the Germans, and that the time is not now 
very far distant when Great Britain will be 
lable to retaliate in kind for the blows which 
have been struck at cities in the British 
Isles. 

This evacuation is in itself an admission 
ofthe growing air might of Great Britain, 
and of the fact that there is no part of 
‘Germany itself which cannot now be reached 
especially with the new big bombers which 
carry heavy loads of the new bombs which are 
reported as having such a devastating effect 
fon the objectives on which they have been 
dropped. Obviously bombs having such a 
wide destructive area will be far more deadly 
‘than anything which has been produced up 
to the present, and the evacuation of as 
many people as possible from the immediate 
vicinity of military objectives is in the 
circumstances a wise precaution. It will be 
noticed that the imminent increase in the 
Jatensity of war in the air is now forcing 
the Germans to adopt the same procedure 





‘as that which Great Britain devised much .. 


earlier, and is in itself a confession that the 
Germans know full well what they have to 
expect. 

‘The issue of gas masks to the Czech 
workers in Germany is another indication 
of the anxiety with which the German 
Government awaits the future. Tt was not 
to be expected that the Germans would be 
particularly tender towards the labourers 
they have forced to serve them in Germany, 
but Iabour in that country Is becoming as 
searce as it is likely to do in Great Britain, 
and the Czech is becoming increasingly 
valuable to his subjugators. It may yet be 
some time before Great Britain reaches 
arity in the air with Germany, and, of the 
‘many estimates of the time at which that 
will come, the earliest is September, though 
more cautious experts believe that it will 
not be until next year. Nevertheless as the 
weeks have passed by the British output 
‘of aeroplanes reinforced by the increasing 
supplies which have been coming from the 
United States has resulted in a slow but sure 
‘reduction of the great disparity which existed 
between the British and German alr forces 
Jat the commencement of the wa 

It is no move than three weeks ahead 
that the nights will again commence to 
lengthen. ‘That will not be very appreciable 
for a month or two to come, But the time 
is not far distant when darkness will permit 
of the R.A, ranging the length and: breadth 
of Germany: in much greater force than 
was possible during last autumn, winter and 
spring. ‘The moment is coming when Mr.

THE EX-KAISER 
. June 6, 

Tt is possible that a great deal of the 
hate which was felt for ex-Kaiser Wilhelm 
IL as a result of the last war has by now 
disappeared, but his passing will, neverth 
less be mourned only by a few. It ws 
that inordinate vanity of his which led him 
to follow policies destined eventually to 
plunge Europe into a lengthy and disastrous 
war, and upon his name there will always 
remain the blot of being responsible for 
‘conflagration, even though it is now known, 
that at the very last hour it could have 
been averted if the then Kaiser had been 
Powerful enough to exert control of the huge 
military machine of his own fashioning 
which ‘had got out of hand. ‘That, perhaps, 
is the most charitable view which can be 
taken of those fateful days in his career. 
Against that is the fact that for years before 
the outbreak of the last war the minds of 
the German army and navy had been con- 
sistently direoted towards a possible war 
with Great Britain, The verdict of history 
will In all probability be that having built 
up what he thought to be an invincible 
machine he threw it info movement in the 
hope of achieving his often-declared ambition 
of bringing the British Empire down in 
ruin, 

August, 1914, saw the commencement of 
an operation which he hoped was to establish 
his greatness for all time, the establishment 
of huge Germanic empire with himself at 
the head. ‘There is liltle doubt that at times 
duriig the next four years the prospects of 
success appeared bright to him, At times 
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it seemed’ almost. as if she Allies would 
succumb under the enormous military pres 
sure whieh the Kaiser and his command 
‘were able to exert. The British and thelr 
Allies, however, by sheer doggedness, by 
refusal {0 accept the indications of possible 
defeat, fought through the four dark years 
until August, 1918, brought the turn of the 
tide and the ultimate complete defeat of the 
German armies. It brought more. Tt led 
10 a° demand for his ewn abdication, and, 
‘humbled to the dust, the former proud em= 
peror was obliged to flee the country and 
seek refuge in Holland 
Millions had been killed, more millions 
wounded, and his country had been reduced 
fo ruin,” Upon his head were heaped the 
execrations of the bereaved and suffering, 
and a broken man was permitted. twenty- 
three more years of life'in which to meditate 
upon the failure of his plans at such a ghastly 
cost. Queen Vietoria had no iMlusions. about 
her grandson. ‘Throughout her diaries fre- 
quent ‘references to the Kaiser are to be 
found . dealing: with the “hot-headed, con- 
headed young man, devoid 
: ‘Nevertheless she was able 
fo maintain considerable influence over him 
Se, by reason of their relationship and her in- 
“sistence that while she was his grand 
mother, she was also the ruler of the British 
Empire, If he would have the world believe 
that after all he was “really riot a tad sort 
of fellow,” his grandmother was in no way 
@eceived.” Neither was King Edward, whose 
poliey when he came to the throne’ clearly 
showed that he laboured under no Mlusions 
as to the intentions of the Kaiser, and made 
the necessary. international dispositions. to 
eal with them, 

Ex-Kaiser Wilhelm lived long enough to 
see his country again plunged into war be- 
cause of the uncontrolled ambitions of his 
Plebeian successor, He is pethaps fortunate 
that he has not lived long enough to see 

* Hitler humbled as in his turn he will be. 
‘What will be history's verdict on the tife 
of the ex-Kalser only time will tell, Doubt- 
Jess He will be regarded as the stupendous| 
failure he proved himselt to ‘be, and a 
tragie influence on the country he once ruled! 
over. Tt Is possible that had he chosen to 
follow the paths of peace Germany would 
by now have reached that pre-eminence in 
Europe which she fs again struggling to 
attain by force of arms. Had his own enorm- 
fous efforts for war, and those of the pr 
sent German state been devoted towards the’ 
ends of peace and the development -ot 
Germany, who knows but that her condition 
would have been infinitely superior to that] 
of any other nation on the Continent? But 
he sought the arbitrament of the sword 
which is shown now to be no longer the 
short cut to supremacy, and in his failure 
he dies unhonoured and unsung the relle 
of a lost opportunity. 









































VICHY DENIALS 


June 6. 


‘The denial by Vichy of the reports that! 
under the terms of the Hitler-Darlan agree- 
ment six French naval bases are to be handed. 
‘over for the use of the German and French 
fleets would be much more convincing if the 
Process of German infiltration into the 
French colonial empire were not proceeding 
at the vate it is. ‘The time has now arrived 
when all pronouncements by the Vichy. 
Government, completely under the control 
of the Germans under the so-called full 
collaboration scheme, must be regarded as 
purely of German origin and accepted with 
precisely the same degree of suspicion, This 
is particularly the case with ‘regard to the 
rumours concerning the handing over of 
naval bases, for it needs to be borne in mind 
that the Vichy Government would never 
admit such a thing, first, because of the 
necessity for maintaining’ the element of 
surprise, and, second, because it would 
invite Great Britain, and her Allies to take 
the strongest steps to meet the new situation, 
and at the same time have a profound effect 
upon American relations with Vichy. 

But it is a proved fact that Germans in 
various disguises are arriving in Morocco, 
in Dakar, Casablanca, Algiers and Beirut, 
Some are alleged to be representatives of 
thé Armistice Commission, others are said 
to be those simple German’ tourists of which 

+ even Italy now knows so well, while still 
others, and especially those entering Syria,| 

pose as Jewish refugees. ‘The fact of the! 

matter is that this peaceful penetration, one| 
of Hitler's favourite weapons, has been’ pro- 
ceeding at such a rate that if the French are| 
indeed still masters in thelr colonial Empire 
around the Mediterranean, the chances of| 
thelr remaining so for any length of time| 
are extremely small. ‘Thus Vichy’s declared 
intention of defending the French -Empire 

‘single-handed” reads in the circumstances 

somewhat strangely, for it Vichy does decide| 

to fight it will be under the close control 
of the Germans, with arms supplied by them, 
or made in’ German-conizslled French 
factories, and on German supplies of petrol. 

It would obviously suit the German book 
best for the French in Syria {o defend that 
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rman forces could arrive there in time. But 
there Is reason to believe that the French 
troops there are by no means enthusiastic 
About doing the Germans’ work for them, 
dnd that greater sympathy for the de Gaulle 
movement exists there than fs generally 
thought. In any event, realizing the differ~ 
ence. of opinion prevailing amongst the 
French forces in Syria, there is: every, reason 
for believing that the British should adopt 
the wise course by taking firm action to deal 
with the growing German menace in that 
country. There is nothing to suggest that 
Britain is at all interested in attacking ‘the 
French Empire, though it must be remember 
‘ed that should it be proved that such places: 
‘as Dakar and Casablanca have indeed been’ 
handed over to Germany as bases from which 
{o operate against British and Allied shipping 
Appropriate steps will have to be taken. 

In that Great Britain would undoubtedly 
have the full support of the Government of 
the United States. Dakar constitutes a direct 
menace {o the Americas as dominating. the 
arrowest part of the Atlantic and providing 
fn admirable base out of which submarines 
tnd. surface raiders could operate with a 
‘minimum. of inconvenience. It is only in 
the event of such a development as that 
which has been reported, but denied from 
Vichy, that Great Britain and her Allies 
‘would feel themselves called upon to attack 
the French Empire. Should that come about 
it would entail subjection of France to the 
naval blockade, depriving her of the assist~ 
‘ance which it is notorious she is giving Ger- 
many in the shape of foodstuffs and war 
material, and at the same time shutting off 
those avenues through which hunger-steieken 
France is receiving some sustenance. Should 
sich development occur Vichy will have 
itself ‘entirely’ to blame. Upon Marshal 
Petain and Admiral Darlan must rest the 
full responsibility for future developments, 
and overt French ald to Britain's enemy will 
‘without fail evoke the only reply possible. 























"AXIS LEAKAGES 
June 7. 


What happened at the Brenner Pass when 
‘Mussolini, and Hitler had their last meeting 
has not yet been divulged, but apparently 
something is being allowed to. leaks out which 
Suggests that the two dictators discussed the 
possibility of arranging for Europe to pass 
from a state of war to a°state of peace with- 
‘out awaiting the flnal outcome of the struggle. 
‘The plan is not a new one. Months ago it 
Was reported that Hitler would endeavour to 
present to the world the sight of a united 
Europe arrayed against Great Britain, in the 
hope that thereby the United States would 
be prevailed upon to refrain from actively 
entering the war on the side of the democra- 
cies. Details of the scheme as arranged at 
Brenner Pass have not yet been made pub- 
ic, but it has been suggested that Hitler will 
follow with regard to the rest of Furope a 
policy similar fo that which he has success- 








counitry from seizure by the British, because 
there is some doubt whether sufficient Ger 


fully adopted in the case of the Vichy Gov- 
ernment. ‘That would mean that he would 


moderate his claims against them, allowing 
them a form of autonomy, of course under 
strict German control. 

‘Thus a facade of European unity would 
be built up. It is doubtful whether it would 
deceive anyone, and certainly not the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. But it must 
bbe some such scheme for the Leghorn news- 
Paper “Telegrafo” reporté that the Brenner 
Pass decisions were of “capital importance 
for the evolution of events of such import- 
ance that they will have repercussions in 
America.” But so long as Hitler and Mus- 
solini continue in control of the destinies of 
their nations—though it is doubtful whether 
Mussolini is now anything more than & mere 
Puppet,—there can be no peace in Europe. 





Jt is a notorious fact that in every country 


‘occupied by the Axis Powers there is nothing 
but hatred and contempt for the temporary 
conquerors. From Narvik in the north to 
the Pyrenees, from Brest in France to the 
borders of Russia there smoulders a move- 
ment which is only waiting the time, when 
the tide of war shall have turned in favour 
of Britain and her Allies, to burst into action 
‘Sgainst the oppressors. 


Hitler would like to obtain, if it were at 
all possible a Europe more amenable to Ger~ 
‘man persuasion. ‘That he canflot secure, and 
fat the present moment very large German 
forces are actually required to hold the vari- 
ous overrun nations in subjection. “He would, 
naturally, like to free those troops for action 
elsewhere, but the fact is that with every 
‘country he has overrun he has increased his 
anxieties rather than lessened them. He 
may be able to create the illusion of a united 
Europe out of which Great Britain has been 
put, but the fact remains that so long as 
Britain remains unconquered her influence 
‘on the Continent still remains great and a 
very difficult obstacle for Hitler to get over in 
his attempt to secure unity. It is the very faith 
in ultimate British victory which inspires 
the steady passive resistance to the Germans 
in all the occupied countries. It is the know- 
ledge that the British will not lay down 
their arms until the oppressed people of 
Europe are again free which counters every 
attempt of the Germans to ingratiate them= 
selves with the people they have for the 
‘moment overcome. 

After all the talk of subject races, sind the 
German Herrenvolk about which the Nazi 
Teaders have been so vocal, Hitler in an in- 
terview with Mr. John Cudahy now says 
that he is not interested in the enslovement 
of any people. Parenthetically it may be 
remembered that at one time he stated that 
he had satisfied his territorial ambitions in 
Europe, and one statement is to be believed 
just as much as the other, which is not at 
all. Thus, if in the not too distant future 
the world hears of various concessions to the 
‘subjugated countries, the establishment of 
quisling governments in every one of them 
and a prima facie union throughout Europe, 
it need occasion no surprise, and if that is 
the great achievement which was attsined at 
the conversations in the Brenner Pass, of a 
truth the mountains have’ conceived and 
brought forth a very ridiculous mouse, the 




















APPEAL TO DEANNA 
June 7. 

The entrance of Miss Deanna Durbin, the 
well known cinema actress and splendid sin~ 
ger, into the political world as a figure caus~ 
ing’ some anxiety to Italy, has been duly 
heralded by Mussolini's “own newspaper 
“Popolo -d'ltalia” which pleads with her not 
to promote American aid to Britain.

Such a blinding glimpse into the 
‘obvious is indeed remarkable, but it needs to 
be added that Italian youth are also controlled 
by the soul-destroying system of Fascism, and 
Durbin, if she has given the matter any 
particular thought, would probably prefer the 
liberty’ which js ‘still the lot of American 
youth than the regimentation of children 
which is a feature of life in Germany and 
Maly, ‘The report carried from Rome by the 
United“ Press unfortunately does not say 
whether this particular piece of stunt journal 
ism comes from the pen of the ineffable 
Gayda, or whether some other unknown 
comedian is responsible for the effort, but if 
Miss Durbin does not get a very ‘hearty 
Jaugh out of this appeal she has not the sense 
of humour which her pictures indicate that 
she must possess. 

‘The “Popolo d'ltalia” warns her that per- 
haps tomorrow “we will see the fine Ameri- 
‘can youth marching to battle for the defence 
of Britain. If this is so you do not know 
how hard life will be for the youth of to- 
morrow.” But the writer should have point~ 
ed out that if American youth does go to 
war it will be to prevent the enslavement of 
the whole world including themselves, and 
that if they do not defeat the ngeressor 
Powers their lot will be infinitely worse than 
it is at present, It is to be’ inferred from 
the report of the article that what apparent 
Jy Mussolini fears is the actual entrance of

of Miss Durbin taking a hefty bite out of, 
say, a German helmet, or gnawing herself 
through the side of a tank, has its attractions 
but Mussolini can rest assured that Miss 
Durbin contemplates no such thing, so that 
he can at least spare himself that nightmare, 

If it were that conditions in Europe were 
not so tragic the concluding sentence of the 
article would be positively funny: “If you 
‘only knew how good and. beautiful are the 
children of Rome and Berlin, and how much 
poetry there is in the youth of Europe, then, 
you would not listen to our and your enemy.” 
‘The glorious manner in which the Axis has 
been spreading poetry amongst the youth of 
Europe has to be seen to be believed. If in 
suppression, slavery, deprivation of the sim~ 
lest liberties of life, if the wholesale slaugh- 
ter of innocent civilians, men, women, and 
children is indeed poetry, then such .lands 
as Poland, Czechoslovakia, Norway, Holland, 
Belgium, ‘and indeed all those other cou 
tries which the Axis Powers have treated so 
brutally must be passing through the most 
romantic period of their histories. 

It may be that in this appeal of the 
“Popolo d'ltalia” there is some deep plot 
to bring about a schism in the ranks of the 
film artists in Hollywood. Miss Shirley

unconscious humourist who plies his pen for 
‘Mussolini's organ, and probably he will 
never {ell. But to appeal to Miss Durbin as 
the possible moulder of the opinion of 
American youth is to ignore all those others 
who have done their bit through the medium 
of the screen. It “will probably leave them 
with thelr withers unwrung. They together 
with Deanna will probably have a good 
laugh over the whole matter, and, if in re 
ponse to the Italian paper's remonstrance 
they all join in a most eloquent “raspberry,” 
it will be all that the Italian journalistic antic 
could hope to expect.

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terms. It Js to be noted that whenever the 
Germans gain some local success rumours 
‘of peace are sedulously cultivated and the 
conquest of Cree has proved no exception 
to the general rule. Doubtless the Germans 
would like to see an carly termination of 
the war with the spoils they have already 
secured remaining in their hands, 

But there is in Great Britain no intention 
of talking peace with Germany until Hitler 
land his accomplices have been removed 
from power and their places taken by men 
in whom it might be possible to place some 
dogree of trust, Tt may ‘not be easy to 
find such men, for the doctrines of Hitler 
have s0 deeply’ penetrated through all strata 
of the German social structure that it may 
prove difficult, to find men who reject the 
He and the refusal to nonour obligations 
aus counters in the conduct of international 
affairs. What President Roosevelt. and 
‘American Teaders fully understand, and what 
the Axis Powers and thelr sympathizers 
completely fail to comprehend is that, the 
peepie of the British Enpire are staunchly 
Delvnd the British Goverament in its deter= 
Tuitation to carry on this war to the only 
tonelusion which ean be acceptable to the 
democracies. ‘The rule of law has to be 
re-established, former international moralit- 
{es have to be restored, old liberties vindicat- 
ed in a general atmosphere of security. 

‘This is obviously impossible so long as 
there are men at the heads of nations will~ 
ing and anxious to satisty their inordinate 
ambitions regardless of the enormous cost 
in blood and treasure, and until those men 
have been driven from power this war must 
and. shall continue. President Roosevelt 
made no bones about making it quite plain 
that he was fully apprised of the German 
scheme. He had upon his desk at the time 
he made his accusation to the Press two 
orders issued by the Berlin propaganda 
machine to its agents in the United States, 
fone to stress. the contention that Germany 
had no thought of ever doing anything 
against the western hemisphere and the 
other to spread a report that Mr. Winant 
had brought the news to the United States 
that “Britain was about all in and was 
talking peace.” The President's. revelation 
is far more effective than any denial from 
Great Britain could possibly have been, 
and the German scheme stands revealed in 
all its nakedness for men to know it for 
what it is. Tt is to be expected that as the 
months pass and Great Britain and her 
Allies grow in the strength-which increased 
assistance from the United States will in~ 
‘evitably give them, there will ‘be further 
peace offensives on the part of the enemy. 

It is quite clear why this should be the 
case. Once parity in the air has been 
secured as a prelude to ultimate superiority 
jin numbers of machines and quality the day 
of reckoning for the enemy will have arrived. 
‘There were indications last week that Hitler 
fully realized that, namely in the evacuation 
‘of millions of children from Germany into 
Czechoslovakia, He realizes that his air 
foree will have just as much trouble driv 
ing off British raiders as the RA. has had 
in dealing with German air onsiaughts, With 
parity almost in sight he understands that 
it is only a question of time before re- 
tribution will be meted out, and though 
these peace offensives are foredoomed to 
failure the Axis Powers may be expected 
to continue making them in the hope that 
sooner or Tater one might succeed. It is a 
vain hope, but, perhaps, there is some value 
to these manoeuvres in’ connection with the 
domestic situation in the Axis countries. 
‘They may sorve for the time being to bolster 
up moral but if the method is repeated too 
often even there it may fail of its purpose. 







































THE WEYGAND MYSTERY 
June 9. 


‘There is, owing to the conflicting nature 
of the reports coming to hand, considerable 
mystery as to what has been happening in 
connection with General  Weygand’s visit 
to Vichy. From New York it is reported 
that he has frustrated any plans which 
Vichy might have had for actual military 
collaboration with Germany and Italy, and 
made it quite plain that French Africa 
would not follow Vichy into any military 
venture against ‘ Britain, or the United 
States. It is reported that he insisted that 
France should refuse to give Germany big 
stocks of motor trucks, petrol, aeroplane 
‘motors, anti-aireraft battories and munitions 
now in the French colonies which Germany 
needs for her Libyan campaign. ‘The Gen- 
eral pointed out that since munitions plants 
in France had been dismantled there would 
ke no fresh stocks to replace those at pre- 
sent in Africa, and he is too good a soldier 
to overlook the fact that the French colonial 
armies without munitions would become a 
negligible factor so far as Germany is con- 
cerned, 

On the other hand the United Press cor- 
respondent in London reports that conflicting. 
stories are current regarding the alleged 
capitulation of General Weygand to the 
extreme pro-German faction of the Vichy 
Government, speculation remaining as to how 
far General Weygand would be prepared 








to throw the colonial resources of the French 
Empire agaist Great Britain. From Madrid 
comes the report that Germany has demand- 
‘ed the dismissal of General Weygand. This 
was denied by Vichy, though it was also 
Feported that the General had threatened 
to resist any further German penetration 
into North Attica. General Weygand, who 
is Feported to have flovn back to his post, 
can aford fo be rather more independent 
that anyone in Viehy, but it is not to be 
assumed that Admiral Darlan and his fel~ 
Tows have yielded as they have to Germany 
merely because” of pressure, but ‘because 
they nope personally to secure greater bene- 
fits trem closer collaboration ‘with the Nazis 
than they could ever obtain by sticking 
strictly to the terms of the Armistice. 

‘Admiral Darlan, whose conception of 
French national honour is so widely lifer 
ent from that of Marshal Petain and Gen- 
frat Weygnnd, is quite prepared to deliver 
his country bound hand und foot over tO 
the enemy. General Wevzand according to 
some reports is not willing to take any 
part in the process, and the probabilities 
fre. that this ‘version of the matter is the 
correct one. He can. defend the French 
colonial empire if it & altacked, and. the 
very" fact that he might do so is in itselt 
having a. deterrent effect upon any. desire 
3¢ the Germans to forve the issue. Nothing 
‘would suit the Germans Eetter than for the 
Freneh troops in North Africa to be used 
in the expecied invasion of Egypt out of 
Libya, ‘Nothing, it may be added, would 
bbe more disgraceful on the ‘part of the 
French. It is possible that, if General 
Weygand ‘aes frustrated the schemes of the 
Vichy Government, there. may be some 
modification. of the relations at present 
existing Letween Wasti:gion and "Vichy. 
The trend of the latte:'s policy vis-a-vis of 
Germany has led to very considerably stit- 
fening of the Americat altitude towards 
France, but the fact that General Weygand 
at least is following the path of honour 
may prevent matters becoming. worse. 

it is clear that the declarations of ™M, 
Henri Haye, French Ambassador to Washing- 
fon, have done nothing te remove the sus- 
picior with which Viehy iv regarded in the 
United States, and it may be that the Note 
which the Secretary of State is preparing in 
response to the Viehy reply to Mr. Cordell 
Hull's warning on the subject of  Vichy's 
policy will be much stronger than was at 
First anticipated, Obviously, if General 
Weygand has taken the stand he is report~ 
ed to have done, the policy of the United 
‘States and Great “Britain would obviously 
be to do everything possible to reaffirm him 
{im his determination and to strengthen his 
position, ‘That might have an important 
Bearing upon the alleged German attempt to 
have him removed, for if General Weygand 
were assured of British and America sup- 
port he might refuse to vacate office, in 
Which event the French colonial “empire 
Would become completely divorced from 
France and be in a better position to pro- 
fect its own inforests until ‘the end of the 
war brings about the liberation of France 
hersett, 




















SYRIA INVADED _ 
June 10, 

‘There can be little doubt that the British 
decision to invade Syria, to prevent its many 
fair bases being used by the Germans or its) 
terrain for an eventual attack through Pales- 
tine upon the Suez Canal, will be welcomed 
by those who have been watching develop- 
ments in Asia Minor with anxiety. ‘There 
was a fear that the British ond the Free 
French forces would move too late. That} 
‘arose from a realization that Great Britain 
was anxious to do everything to avert an 
open clash with Vichy, but the penetration 
of Syria by Germans in many guises made 
it necessary to grasp the nettle firmly. In 
a message sent by Marshal Petain to General 
Dentz, High Commissioner in Syria, there 
is a denial that any German soldiers are in 
Syria. With the exception of a report which 
was subsequently denied that German troops 
had landed at Latakia, the ground of com- 
plaint against the French authorities is that 
they have permitted large numbers of Ger~ 
man aerodrome ground staffs and other per- 
‘sonnel to enter the country, That was for 
the purpose of assisting the Iraq rebels. 
Even if after the collapse of the Iraqi re- 
bellion these Germans had been withdrawn 
the action which is now being taken would 
be completely justified. 

It is not admitted that they have been,’ 
but whether they have or not, the develop- 
ments in Syria during the past few weeks’ 
have clearly indicated the possibility of the| 
‘enemy at some future time again utilizing 
it against Great Britain and her Allies. 
Nothing would, therefore, be more foolish 
than to leave Syria in the hands of Vichy- 
supporting officials, who could be expected to) 
‘accede to any future demands that Germany 
might care to make upon them. ‘The French. 
contention that the Syrian aerodromes were 
only used by the Germans in transit is en- 
tirely beside the point. ‘That in itself was 
a breach of neutrality and opened the way! 
for the action which is now being taken. 

















It is imperative that Vichy should be im- 
pressed with the fact that whether it is in| 





the French colonial empire, or in French 
mandated territories any permission to the 
Germans to establish bases for action against 
Great Britain and her Allies will call for 
appropriate action even if it should ulti- 
mately mean the closer aligning of Vichy 
with Germany than exists at present. 

In the various communications which have 
been issued from Vichy there appears a 
denunciation of the action of Great Britain 
which describes her policy of being one of 
seizure of the French empire. Nothing could 
possibly be further from the truth. What 
Britain is seeking to do is to save the French 
empire by destruction of the forces which 
threaten it, to restore to the French that 
freedom for which they have fought so 
gallantly and lost so tragically, to secure that 
for the future France shall no longer live 
under the shadow of fear of her at pretent 
more powerful neighbour. But there is one 
phrase. in Marshal Peiain’s message to 
General Dentz which is only too painfully 
true: “Guile went before force.” It was 
the guile of Vichy which permitted the Ger- 
mans to make use of Syrian air bases in 
‘a bootless attempt to aid the Iraqi rebels; 
it Is British and Allied foree which will 
prevent a repetition of such a thing in the 
future. : 

‘There will indeed be few Britons who will 
not regard the necessity for taking this action 
‘against the French in Syria with very con- 
siderable pain. It is not a pleasant thought 
that men who fought so vieloriously side by 
side during the last war, and commenced to 
do so at the beginning’ of this one should 
now find themselves fighting each other. ‘The 
very real sacrifices which the French and 
British have made during the past twenty- 
seven years make them. practically blood- 
brothers, ‘and it is nothing short of a tragedy 
that matters should have taken the turn they’ 
have. But the responsibility rests fairly and 
squarely upon Vichy, upon such men as 
Laval and Darlan, and to a lesser degree 
upon Marshal Petain who does not appear 
to be able to control his subordinates. And 
now it can only be hoped that the campaign 
which has opened in Syria will be brought 
quickly to a successful close by Britain and. 
her Allies and cause for future resentment 
consequently minimized, 3

‘with one’s own animal, 

With a frech mount every day there 
is more or less of a tension not 
knowing the nature of the brute one 
is riding.

Few Immigrants Into 
Manchoukuo 


Pelping, June 2. 

A very striking example of the| 
way the “new order in East Asia” 
shrivels up every kind of activity 
that it touches, and at the same time| 
‘an interesting ‘comment on the tike- 
Tihood of the Japanese ever being 
jable to run China successfully, is 
provided by the story of the immigra- 
tion of Chinese labour into Manchou- 
uo during the last few years, since| 
the Japanese have seized control of 
north China, 

In the old days there was each 
spring an enormous influx of Chinese 
labourers, in some years more ‘than | 
were actually required. ‘They came| 
from the northern provinces, special~ 
ly from Shantung, and they were 
needed in those days almost entirely’ 
for agricultural and; farming work, 
At the beginning of each winter’ 
there was a corresponding efflux’ 
back to China, as only a very small 
portion of these immigrants remain 
fed behind to seltle permanently. 


Control Aticr Conquest 

All that, however, changed, as soon 
‘as the Japanese gained control of 
north China. They set at once 10 
“control” the labour immigration. 
It had t6 be hampered and hindered 
‘by as many regulations as they could 
hastily think out, The Japanese 
Jacted as if a favour was being con- 
ferred on the coolies by graciously 
‘allowing them to work in the Man- 
‘choukuo paradise. ‘The first step 
was to make the coolies obtain a. 
special permit, with photo, for which, 
needless to say, they had to pay, In 
fact, the labourers had to ‘register 
themselves and were treated almost 
ke conscripts, This led to a con- 
siderable cooling.off in thelr eager- 
Fness to’ go and work in Manchouku®, 
and a corresponding drop in thelt 
numbers. But that was only the be- 
sinning, 

‘One year or so later the glorious 
‘nancial experiment of introducing 











the new currency of the F.RB. note 
‘was introduced” in north "Chin: 
Owing to” the resulting nancial 





chaos, the free exchange of the, 
Manchoukuo Yuan and the FRB. 
note was stopped, and, as a direct 
consequence, the remittances that the 
labourers were in the habit of mak- 
ing to thelr families In China were 
stopped, 


Immigrant Number Lessened 

In the following pking the number 
of coolles for Manchoukuo had again 
dropped very heavily. ‘Those who 
still went there tried to overcome the 
remittance ban by buying goods in 
‘Manchoukuo and taking them back 
home. with them, ‘This, too, wi 
stopped, and the coolies were de- 
prived of their hardearned pur- 
chases on the score of thelr being 
smuggled goods, This was the last 
straw. 

‘The majority of labourers went to 
work in Manchoukuo for the sole 
Durpose of supporting their families. 
Very few of them wanted elther to 
seltle—even supposing they had been 
able to comply with the thousand and 
fone Japanese regulations in order to) 
do so—or to gamble away all. thelr 
earnings there, If they could not! 
‘get their savings to the families, 
there was obviously no point in 
‘going there for work, As a result, 
the stream of labour immigrants con 
tinued to dry up until it beeame a 
mere trickle, 

‘The Manchoukuo authorities, ser! 
ously perturbed at last, after’ much 
trouble managed to persuade the Pow- 
lers-thatabe in Tokyo to agree to allow 
the Manchoukuo labourers to remit 
home at least a portion of thefr earn— 
ings. But it was too late. ‘The Chin- 
ese peasants have become suspicious, 
and ‘the formerly so popular tmmi- 
gration has fallen into.disfavour with 
them,

Two Injured in French 
Concession Blaze

Drug Smugglers

‘An alleged opium-smugsiing gang 
‘engaged in transporting contraband to 
the Interior for sale from this city 
has, been rounded up by the Central 
Police, who so far have arrested 16 
persons and seized moro than 100 
Ean of plum.” Five of the arrested 
‘persons are Koreans. who have been 
Turned over to the Japanese authori- 
thes for trial. while all others have 
been brought 10 the First Special 
District Court, 

When the eleven alleged Chinese 
members of the gang faced the court 
on Saturday. the police asked for a 
Femand of one week (o facilitate 
further investigations and the request 
was granted by Judge Siac, Among] 
the detained persons there is a girl 
named Yang Sieh-chu, who was a- 
ested in a Swatow Road sing song 
house. 

It was alleged in court that the 
gang had been engaged in secretly 
transporting opium from this eily to 
the Interior on many ‘occasions but 
hat the large scope of thelr activities 
soon attracted the attention of the 
Central Police. who made most of the 
arrests in the Great China Hotel at 
200 Yu Ya Ching Road; Arriving at 
Room 411. the officers found practi- 
cally all the wanted persons there.

For the congregation of the Holy 
‘trinity Cathedral today is of more 
‘than usual significance as it $s Trinity 
‘Sunday, which in turn is the Patronal 
Festival of the Cathedral. It is 94 
yeors since the first church was 
built, on the site of the . Cathedral 
and 75 years since the ‘foundation 
stone of the Cathedral was laid. 

Mattins in the Cathedral will be 
specially observed today as the 
Patronal Festival, ‘The preacher will 
be the Rev. P, C, Matthews, and he 
will “deal with” the history and 
significance of the Church and its 
foundation. 

It is of interest to note at this 
time that the first official suggestion 
for the erection of a church was 
made during a meeting held on April 
6. 1847; prior to that. date worship , 
‘was conducted in public places for 
Uhree or four years, Land was secur~ 
‘ed by Mr, J, C, Beale and it is down 
in official records that the building 
was erected at a cost of $6,855.19, 
‘The Mrst British chaplain was the 
Rev, John Lowder, 


‘Wina Blows in Root 
‘The church seems to have been of 
rather flimsy construction and, on 
June 24, 1850, during a very heavy 
storm, the roof fell in, In a his 
torical survey preached by, Dean 
ACS, Trivett in the Cathedral in 
1892, he gives a colourful description 
of the reconstructed building: 












The, root was. tiled, with pinnacles 
nese ‘design -at the igable ends 
‘he eaves.” ‘the fower ‘wa 
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‘The new structure was designed by 
Mr, George Gilbert Scott and, with 
the exception of Tis. 7,000, the 
entire building cost was raised before 
‘the opening of the church, Of this 
amount, the British Government co 
tributed £2,000 while the community 
rafeed the balance. 

‘The year 1875 was 
fone as it was at this period that the 
church was raised to cathedral status, 
A Mr, Tate brought up the matter. 
He veterred to the appointment of a 
Bishop of North China with seat in 
‘Shanghai, and suggested that Trinity 
Church Be offered him as his cathed~ 
ral, Bishop Russell accepted the 
Rev. C, H. Butcher the Dean, 

In 1878 the formation of a cathedral 
school was first discussed and in the 
‘autumn of the same year the Deanery 
School, as it was then called, came 
Into being, 

Regular offertories were begun in 
1905. In the same year Mr, R. C. W. 
Pullen was brought out from Enj 
fo fill the position of organist. and 
the Cathedral Boys! School was begun 
as a choir school. In 1906 a sur- 
pliced cholr was begun with choir 
boys.

Father Gherzi Explains

Sm—The communication of Mr. 

Warre Srevexs appearing. under the! 
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caption “Precision” in the June 5 
issue of the “North-China . Daily! 
News” seems to call for some com- 

‘ment, since, unhappily, the writer did 
not trouble’ himself to’ read the pub- 
lication that he criticizes, Had he 
done so he likely would have dis- 
covered that while the figures cited 
‘concerning energy liberation in ty- 
phoons are “astronomical” still they 
‘are entirely tangible and capable of 
translation into definite sclentife con- 
clusions. 

Tt will, of course, be necessary for 
him to admit that the rainfall collect 
ed in this particular typhoon, over 
the period of days when it was filling 
up, has been accurately recorded and 
reported in our publication». Then 
it will be necessary for him to grasp 
the principle involved in making use 
of it as a basis for the computation | 
‘of the energy ‘liberated and its sub- 
sequent expression in monetary 
terms, While the information on 
these ‘points -has been adequately set| 
forth in the publication, which Mr. 
‘Srevens did not study, 1 shall go to 
the extent of stating, for his informa. 
‘tion, that in making such calculations, 
the ‘heat liberated during condensa. 
tion of water vapour is a constant | 
value that can be used as a basis for 
such calculations. ‘Mir. Stevens can’ 
satisfy himself of this by consulting 
any elementary textbook of physics 
‘or meteorology or the steam tables 
‘than can be found in engineers’ eld 
manuals. 

‘cnowing, with legitimate. limits, 
the volume of rainfall it was neces- 
sary only, for Mr, Groodin to calcul 
ate the heat liberated during these 
diluviat downpours and then compare 
‘the resulting value with the cost of 
the amount of coal or oll that would 
be required to produce the same 
amount of heat. That's all! 

Of course the extension of Mr, 
Groodin’s computations to two de- 
cimal places represents the simple 
results of calculation and any uncer~ 
tainty regarding the REAL total. 
rainfall, the total area and the upper 
‘air temperature naturally affect the 
validity of the figures obtained by 
calculation and are considered fully 
in developing the problem, 

Concerning the distance of the 
earth from the sun: Mr, Stevens. 
should remember that the values em~ 
ployed in such a calculation, are not 
‘a3 accurate as is the reckoning of the 
quantity of heat expressed as calories 
Uberated during the condensation of 
such and such a volume of water 
vapour.

When Mr. Jones suggested that he 
knew the deceased well and liked 
him. ‘The second time Mr. Turner 
was’ allowed by the Registrar to 
Teave the witness-box and occupy a 
seat, outside.

Recently he had appealed to the 
police, once by lelier and on another 
occasion by telephone, he went on 
tb say, while previously he had made 
numerous complaints, but the appeals 
appeared to have had no appreciable 
effects at all.

had a horror of fire, witness said 





he had built a well, a solld concrete 
roofing in an additional building on 
hig property the entire extent of 
which was three acres or 21 mow.

Crete Evacuation 
Completed 


Alexandria, June 3. 

‘The evacuation of British troops 
‘trom Crete by the British Navy was 
Jcompleted yesterday after the most 
prolonged and intensive battle of 
Airpower versus searower in history. 

Beginning ten days ago with the 
Jbettle of Kitheria Channel. the Luft- 
‘waffe and the British Navy have been 
‘constantly engaged in a life and death 
Struggle in which thousands of planes 
‘and the entire Mediterranean Fleet 
‘were involved. 

‘All details of the results of the 
titantic struggle for the small island 
fecse connot yet be told. In fect. not 
allare known, but one result has 
proved for all time that air strength 
Jand seapower cannot be divorced from 
fone another. but must work in closest 
cooperation: : 

"The evacuation of Crete began five 
Jdcys ago. It was obvious that the 
{sland ‘could not be held. not because 
of any fault of the R.A. F. but 
[because the Germans held alr bases 
from: which they. could -operatz 
{tremendous numbers of fighters all 
ay" long. Keeping constant patrols 
Jaround the only two aerodromes on 
JCrele. ‘Thus they were able to pick 
Jof! the British craft like sitting ducks 
[the moment the British landed for 
refuelling or taking on ammunition. 

‘Despite the tremendous disadvant- 
age. the RAF, with the Fleet air 
farm, infieted heavy damage on the 
[Luftwaffe to say nothing of the 
scores of planes downed by the 
British Fleet's anti-aircraft batteries: 


75 Per Cent Safe 


It was estimated that over 75 per 
‘cent. from the approximately 20,000 
Imperial troops in Crete had arrived 
safely in Egypt and practically all 
carried their full equipment. 

‘The first group of warships went 
to the northern’ coast of Crete five 
nights ago under the cover of dark- 
ness and picked up the first troops, 

Destroyers approached the shore 30 
closely that if they had gone a few

‘Wave after wave of German planes 
including dive-bombers and hi 
evel bombers, came over in a con- 
stant procession throughout the day. 
‘Their otlacks were spread over the 
whole of the fourteen hours of das

‘Troops Reach Egypt 
Cairo, June 3. 

Blood-stained and ragged, their’

‘As hig importance increased, the

In the last days of July. 1914. he 
signed the fateful documents with 
trembling hand. convinced ,neverthe- 
less that he possessed an ‘invineible 
‘army.

‘AC Doorn the ex-Kaiser played a 
role which was a curious combina- 
tion of the country gentleman and 
emperor. He chovped wood, read a 
great deal. and spent hours each ds 
it Js said, writing his reminiscences, 
Every morning he read a chapter 
the Bible to members of his staff and 
always concluded with a prayer. 

Tn’ the first 14 years of his exile 
it wag estimated that he felled some 
2.000 trees. By the time he reached 
jus 78th birthday, however, his ac- 
tivities Were mostly confined to saw- 
ing the trunks of trees felled under. 
his instructions, ‘The rest of the day 
wag filled with less energetic our- 
suits. 

‘Archaeology was one of his hob- 
ies, and he was considered an ex. 
pert on it. 

His interest in his former father- 
land as well as in political and econ- 
‘omic events in the rest of Europe, 
never wavered.

Known in France, means that he will be 

‘a sort of Deputy Prime Minister. On all 

grounds it has been enthusiastically wel- 

comed. Lord Beaverbrook has been an out- 
standing success as Minister ‘for Aircraft 
Production, He has initiative, drive, magne- 
tism, and is a ruthless cutter of red tape. 
In his new office he should take a great 
deal of the heavy load from Mr, Churchill's 
shoulders, and the conduct of the war will 
benefit from there being one able and not 
afraid to take swift decisions in matters 
where speed is imperative and the Prime 
Minister, owing to the enormous demands 
upon him, simply has not the time to give 
them, So very soon we may see Lord 
Beaverbrook competing with Mr. Churchill 
[> tor first place in the abusive hatred of Goeb- 
bels and “Haw Haw.” 

+ There is a strong feeling both in Press 
|" and Parliament that changes in the Govern= 
ment are needed. Wheh forming it a. year 
‘ago Mr, Churchill naturally wished to give 
it the most thoroughly national character 
possible, But after twelve months, the 
Manchester Guardian,” which is anything 
but unfriendly to Labour says bluntly that 
the Labour Ministers have not proved their 
ability to rise to the necessities of a war. 
‘This from such a source, is impressive, 
though the diMeulty of replacing them with- 
‘out offence to the whole body of Labour is 
‘obvious. It is equally obvious that, in war, 
no personal considerations should weigh for 
fa moment, But unfortunately it is very 
dimcult to disregard them.

Gd, 
a dozen passed through the hands of seven 
middlemen (actually only six, because 
middleman No, 8 bought and sold again as 
No, 5) and the final price to the public 
was fs.

If the bird 
chooses a nesting site according to the rules 
ald down by Mr. Hoyle, it will be in a steep, 
perfectly sheer, bank above a clear-water 
stream: the bank should be protected by 
reeds if possible, and situafed as far as pos 
sible from the haunts of man: clear water is 
required because the bird fishes by sight alone: 
protection from mankind is necessary be- 
cause the bird's brilliant plumage Is used to 
decorate hats and even to make brooches and, 
pins for the adornment of the female of the 
Species Homo sapiens. ‘Thinking thus, T wand. 
‘ered here and there looking at all the Ikely 
ks, and-never had the slighest indication of 
‘esting-place: I saw many holes in banks 
‘but these would probably be the homes’ of rats
